Board of Health, was in Daytona from 
Monday Until Tuesday 
afternoon, 
for 
an inspection of the sanitary condition 
of 
this- - city 
and 
the 
surrounding 
towns, visiting on Tuesday, 
Daytona 
Beach and Seabreeze. Holly Hill, Port 
Orange and the Kingston settlement. 
He went from this city to New Smyr- 
na. 
Dr. Heck's visit on this occasion 
was especially 
devoted to the inspec- 
tion of conditions 
with regard to sur- 
face toilets, it having been the policy 
of the health department to secure the 
passage of ordinances 
in the cities and 
towns, where there is no public 
sew- 
erage system, 
requiring 
certain 
sani- 
tary measures conforming to the state 
law so that their enforcement 
may be 
supported 
by the health board. 
He 
found the conditions very satisfactory 
In all the places visited while here, es 
pecially in Daytona and Daytona Beach 
while at the other points efforts are 
being made to carry out the improve- 
ments desired by the' board. 
The con- 
ditions 
at the public 
schools 
in all 
places were very good, as they are in 
fact throughout Volusia Co., the state 
board 
having 
the strong support 
in 
this respect of Supt. C. R. M. Sheppard 
and the members of the county school 
board of which Geo. P. Crouch of this 
city is chairman.

public sewerage system, these outdoor 


--toilets are a menace to public health
